to know her aboue 5s. times a day, icſt the woman ſhould 
ve in danger ofher life, wherefoze we are notſa much ta 
marue!l at the ability of the hasband as at the complaint of 
the wife, ſxing the verſe ſaith :

Though ſtrength of body were decayed and gonc 

The minde betore and after [till was one, 
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Ant Lone there is no lacke, in Luſt there is the greateſt
